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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  School  Medical  Department  for  the  year  1939. 

In  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Board  the  scope  and 
volume  of  the  Annual  Report  has  been  decreased  and  is  not  on 
as  comprehensive  a  scale  as  previous  ones. 

The  work  of  the  department  proceeded  normally  until  the 
end  of  July,  when  this  being  a  reception  area  arrangements  were 
made  for  the  reception  of  evacuee  school  children.  The  scheme 
was  put  into  operation  on  1st  'September  and  reception  continued 
until  4th  September.  It  was  not  possible  to  make  any  detailed 
examination  at  the  time  of  reception.  The  assimilation  of  about 
420  official  and  160  unofficial  evacuee  children  was  effected 
without  greatly  disturbing  the  school  routine  and  all  the  services 
normally  available  for  ordinary  residents  were  open  to  the 
evacuee  children.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  medical 
inspection  of  all  of  these  between  October  and  December  wffien 
461  children  were  examined  in  the  schools. 

Alterations  to  fit  the  Health  Centre  for  use  as  a  First  Aid 
post  rendered  it  impossible  to  continue  its  use  for  school  medical 
and  dental  purposes  and  we  were  fortunate  in  obtaining 
temporary  premises  at  North  Street  Sunday  School,  where  the 
clinic  and  other  school  medical  services  were  removed  on  the  23rd 
September. 

I  have  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Head  Teachers,  the 
Members  of  Voluntary  Associations  and  all  those  who  are 
associated  with  Elementary  Education  in  the  Borough  for  their 
valuable  help  and  co-operation,  also  to  all  the  Staff  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  for  their  valuable,  willing  assistance  during  a  most  difficult 
period.

Me.  Chaieman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  follows : — 

Since  this  appointment  wras  made  a  whole-time  one,  in 
April  last,  the  Dental  work  has  naturally  progressed  more 
rapidly  and  the  attendances  for  the  wrhole  year  totalled  4,058. 

The  introduction  of  gas  administrations  at  the  same  time  has 
been  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  children.  We  have  had  15 
gas  sessions  up  to  the  end  of  December  and  the  more  difficult 
cases  have  already  been  dealt  with. 

The  parents  of  children  are  very  grateful  for  this  addition  to 
Dental  treatment. 

Evacuees  in  our  towm  have  been  treated  in  precisely  the 
same  way  as  our  own  children,  except  that,  in  their  case,  no 
charge  has  been  made.  Attendances  made  by  these  children 
totalled  92. 

The  number  of  permanent  fillings  was  1,959 
The  number  of  temporary  fillings  was  702 

Extractions  ...  ...  ...  ...  1,497 

The  number  of  children  inspected  was  1,442 

The  number  of  appointments  sent  out  was  3,343  and  of  these 
2,780  were  kept,  making  an  attendance  of  83  per  cent. 

The  average  attendance  of  12  per  half-day  has  been  main¬ 
tained.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  clinic  was  open  during  the 
closing  period  of  the  schools  in  September  last,  this  average  may 
be  considered  satisfactory.  Special  cases  treated  totalled  878. 

The  number  of  children  treated  free  of  cost  was  761  and 
receipts  amounted  to  £12  9s.  Od.

Accommodation  in  the  Public  Elementary  Schools. 

The  average  number  on  the  roll  during  the  year  ending  21st 
December,  1939,  was  2,974  (3,085  in  last  quarter). 

The  average  attendance  was  2,689,  being  a  percentage 
attendance  of  90.41. 

Staff. 

Full  details  of  this  were  given  on  page  5  of  the  Report  for 
1938.  The  following  changes  were  made: — 

The  Dental  Surgeon  and  Dental  Nurse  became  whole-time 
officers  on  the  1st  April. 

The  Artificial  Sunlight  Nurse  resigned  after  the  closing  of 
the  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic  at  the  end  of  May  and  as  it  had  not 
been  possible  to  obtain  a  successor,  the  Clinic  was  not  re-opened 
at  the  end  of  September. 

Coordination  with  other  Health  Services. 

The  arrangments  for  this  were  described  on  pages  5  and  6 
of  the  Report  for  1937  and  are  unchanged. 

School  Hygiene. 

An  inspection  of  the  condition  of  all  the  public  elementary 
schools  was  made  in  May  and  a  report  presented.  Two  of  these 
were  without  a  proper  means  of  obtaining  drinking  water.  The 
surface  of  the  playground  in  one  school  is  very  defective  and  has 
been  so  since  1935.  Trough  closets  persist  in  three  schools. 

In  one  school  with  an  upper  floor  there  is  no  proper  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 
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Medical  Inspection. 

This  is  carried  out  on  the  premises  in  all  the  schools. 

The  routine  age  groups  were  examined,  these  are : — 

1.  Entrants  or  children  coming  into  school  for  the  first 

time. 

2.  Intermediates  or  children  aged  8 — 9  years. 

3.  Leavers  or  children  who  have  attained  the  age  of  12 

years. 

4.  Other  children  coming  into  the  area  from  other  places 

and  for  whom  no  records  are  available. 

Inspection  proceeded  normally  until  the  closure  of  the  schools 
for  the  summer  holiday  at  the  end  of  July,  when  35  visits  had 
been  made  and  662  children  had  been  examined.  Schools 
re-opened  after  the  summer  holidays  on  the  29th  August,  but 
were  closed  from  noon  on  1st  September  to  11th  September 
inclusive.  Arrangements  were  then  made  for  the  medical  inspec¬ 
tion  of  all  the  evacuee  children  and  26  visits  to  schools  were 
made  for  this  purpose  and  461  children  were  examined. 

Following=up. 

It  was  not  possible  to  make  the  usual  visits  to  the  schools 
for  this  purpose  and  only  52  children  were  re-examined  in  school 
but  re-examinations  of  children  attending  the  Minor  Ailment 
Clinic  totalled  6,727. 

Arrangements  for  Treatment. 

A  description  of  the  facilities  available  was  given  on  pages  7 
and  8  of  the  Report  for  1938. 

The  Minor  Aliment  Clinic. 

The  premises  built  for  this  purpose  in  1931  were  taken  over 
by  the  iSomerset  County  Council  as  a  Ehrst  Aid  Post  and  the 
alterations  made  to-  equip  it  for  this  purpose  rendered  it  impossible 
to  continue  its  use  for  its  original  purpose.  Temporary  premises 
kindly  made  available  by  the  Trustees  of  North  Street  Congrega¬ 
tional  Chapel  in  their  Sunday  School  at  North  Street  were  taken 
over  on  the  23rd  September  for  use  as  a  Minor  Ailment  Clinic, 
Eye  Clinic,  Dental  Clinic  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

Attendances  of  children  for  treatment  numbered  13,588 — 
there  being  a  considerable  increase  in  the  numbers  attending  after 
the  beginning  of  September  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  up  to 
September  the  attendances  numbered  6,090  and  afterwards  7,498.

The  Eye  Clinic. 

Dr.  G.  P.  Hawker  paid  eleven  visits  of  two  sessions  each 
and  examined  227  of  whom  23  were  evacuees. 

Chronic  Tonsillitis  and  Adenoids. 

Thirty  children  were  found  to  need  operative  treatment  at 
routine  medical  inspection  and  18  at  special  inspections  for  these 
conditions.  It  had,  however,  not  been  possible  to  follow  these  up 
to  ascertain  what  treatment  had  been  obtained.  It  was,  however, 
found  that  20  children  had  received  operative  treatment. 

The  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic. 

This  was  open  for  three  sessions  each  week  during  the  months 
of  January,  February,  March,  April  and  May  when  it  was  closed 
for  the  summer. 

The  subsequent  resignation  of  the  nurse  who  had  adminis¬ 
tered  it  and  the  difficulty  in  securing  another  made  it  impossible 
to  re-open  the  clinic  in  October. 

Attendances  January  to  May  inclusive  totalled  497,  and  21 
new  cases  commenced  treatment. 

The  Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

This  is  provided  by  the  Somerset  County  Council  and  is  held 
in  the  Health  Centre.  The  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  Miss  Forrester- 
Brown,  M.S.,  M.D.,  attends  on  the  second  Friday  in  each  month 
and  a  Sister’s  Clinic  and  Posture  Class  with  remedial  exercises 
being  held  every  Friday.  It  was  not  possible  to  hold  the  usual 
Surgeon’s  Clinic  in  September  owing  to  alterations  to  the  Clinic 
to  fit  it  for  use  as  a  First  Aid  Post,  but  clinics  were  resumed  in 
the  original  building  in  October. 

Seven  children  found  to  need  operative  treatment  were  sent 
to  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital  at  Bath.  One  of  these  was  found  to 
be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  liability  for  its  maintenance 
there  was  accepted  by  the  Somerset  County  Council. 

The  School  Dental  Scheme. 

A  scheme  for  a  whole-time  service  having  been  approved, 
the  school  dental  surgeon,  Mr.  A.  J.  Percy,  L.D.S.,  and  Nurse 
Cumstock  agreed  to  give  whole-time  service  as  from  the  1st  April. 
Arrangements  were  also  made  for  a  gas  session  once  a  week  on 
Saturday  mornings  when  Dr.  Gower  attended  to  give  a  general 
anaesthetic. 
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Infectious  Diseases. 

Measles  became  epidemic  in  January  and  continued  until 
June.  646  cases  were  notified  but  there  were  no  deaths.  Apart 
from  this  there  was  no  undue  prevalence  of  infectious  disease. 

Whooping  Cough  was  made  a  notifiable  disease  on  the  23rd 
October.

A  scheme  for  free  immunization  against  Diphtheria  of  all 
children  aged  1 — 8  years  was  commenced  at  the  beginning  of 
December,  1938,  but  the  response  has  been  poor.  Only  296 
children  having  been  treated  in  the  thirteen  months  since  the 
scheme  was  begun. 

As  regards  school  or  class  closure,  I  have  not  made  any 
recommendations  to  this  effect  as  I  do  not  believe  that  this  has 
any  effect  in  preventing  the  spread  of  infectious  disease. 

Provision  of  Meals. 

No  solid  meals  were  provided  but  participation  in  the  scheme 
of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  continued. 

Under  this  any  child  attending  school  can  purchase  a  bottle 
containing  one-third  of  a  pint  of  pasteurized  milk  for  one  half¬ 
penny  and  I  am  informed  that  285,395  bottles  of  milk  were  sold 
during  1939. 

Where  any  child  shows  signs  of  subnormal  nutrition  the 
parents  are  advised  k>  let  the  child  have  milk  in  school — if  their 
income  is  below  a  certain  level  this  is  then  provided  free  twice 
each  school  day.  Under  this  scheme  323  children  received  51,418 
bottles  of  milk;  90  of  these  children  were  evacuees. 

Samples  of  this  milk  are  taken  at  least  once  each  month  and 
tested  for  efficiency  of  pasteurization  and  bacterial  content  by  the 
Bacteriologist  of  the  Somerset  County  Council. 
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Cooperation  of  Teachers,  Parents  and  Voluntary  Bodies. 

The  arrangements  for  this  were  described  on  pages  10  and 
12  of  the  Report  for  1938  and  have  continued  unchanged. 
Attendances  of  parents  at  medical  inspections  until  the  end  of 
July  continued  to  be  most  satisfactory — 85.3  per  cent,  of  the 
children  examined  were  accompanied  by  a  parent. 

The  co-operation  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.  was  sought  on  behalf  of 
15  children  in  seven  families  on  account  of  neglect  and  satisfac¬ 
tory  results  were  obtained. 

Blind,  Deaf,  Defective  and  Epileptic  Children. 

The  arrangements  for  ascertainment  were  described  on 
page  12  of  the  Report  for  1938  and  continue  unchanged. 

One  deaf  and  dumb  boy  who  had  removed  here  from  another 
area  attends  a  certified  residential  school  for  the  deaf.  One 
partially  sighted  boy  who  had  been  attending  a  certified  residen¬ 
tial  school  for  the  blind  attained  the  age  of  16  years  and  left.  One 
crippled  boy  is  maintained  at  the  Heritage  School  at  Chailey. 

Mentally  Defective  Children. 

Seven  feeble-minded  children  are  maintained  in  certified 
residential  schools,  six  feeble-minded  children  attend  the 
Occupational  Centre  maintained  by  the  Somerset  Association  for 
Mental  Welfare  at  Mary  Street  School  and  five  children  who  are 
between  the  ages  of  5  and  7  years  and  unable  to  attend  school  on 
account  of  mental  defect  are  visited  at*  frequent  intervals. 

Nine  children  were  specially  examined  and  of  these  one  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  a  speech  defect  only,  two  to  be  dull, 
two  were  deferred  for  further  examination  after  a  period,  one  to 
be  feeble-minded  and  three  to  be  imbecile  and  were  notified  as 
such  to  the  Mental  Deficiencv  Acts  Committee  of  the  Somerset 

t/ 

County  Council. 

Three  feeble-minded  children  attending  certified  residential 
schools  attained  the  age  of  16  years  and  after  careful  consideration 
of  all  their  circumstances  were  notified  to  the  Mental  Deficiency 
Acts  Committee  of  the  Somerset  County  Council. 

Parents’  Payments. 

Arrangements  for  these  were  described  on  page  13  of  the 
Report  for  1938  and  are  unchanged. 

Evacuee  children  who  have  attended  the  Dental  Surgeon 
have  been  permitted  to  do  this  without  the  usual  charge  being 
made. 
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Adoption  of  Children  Act,  1926. 

Seven  applications  were  made  to  the  Justices  for  adoption 
orders  and  the  Education  Committee  were  made  the  guardians 
ad  litem.  These  were  referred  to  me  and  reports  were  made  after 
personal  investigation  of  all  the  circumstances.  In  one  case  the 
application  was  not  proceeded  with,  in  five  the  applications  were 
approved  and  final  orders  made,  and  in  one  case  an  interim  order 
was  made. 

Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1933. 

Reports  were  made  to  the  Juvenile  Court  on  20  cases,  eight 
being  children  and  twelve  young  persons. 

In  one  case  the  notice  given  was  too  short  to  permit  of  an 
examination.  In  one  of  the  children  proceedings  were  taken  under 
Section  62. 

Four  children  and  two  young  persons  were  sent  to  approved 
schools  while  four  children  and  ten  young  persons  were  put  on 
probation  and  one  child  was  fined. 

Employment  of  Children. 

Twenty-five  boys  were  examined  as  to  their  fitness  for  the 
employment  proposed.  Twenty-two  were  found  to  be  fit  and 
three  to  be  unfit.

This  definition  covers  (a)  children  whose  hearing  is  so 
defective  and  whose  speech  and  language  are  so  little  developed  that  they 
require  education  by  methods  used  by  deaf  children  without  naturally 
acquired  speech  or  language,  and  (b)  children  who  have  partial  hearing  and 
can  be  appropriately  taught  in  a  class  for  partially  deaf  children.  Only  the 
children  in  category  (a)  are  included  below.
